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COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

Augusta na  College  offers  three  regular  courses  of*  study— a 
Preparatory  Course,  a  Classical  College  Course,  and  a  Normal 
Course.  Much  time  and  study  has  been  devoted  to  a  proper 
selection  of  branches,  and  the  arrangement  in  a  logical  order 
of  the  same,  in  the  several  courses,  so  as  to  adapt  them  to  the 
mental  growth  and  development  of  the  student,  as  well  as,  to 
preserve  in  each  course  such  features  as  will  make  it  complete 
in  itself. 

Work  is  assigned  the  student  with  careful  reference  to  his 
capacity,  so  as  to  be  neither  more  nor  less  than  will  exercise 
all  his  powers.  Whether  students  enter  for  a  long  or  short 
period,  it  has  been  found  that  the  best  results  are  attained 
where  students  confine  themselves  strictly  to  the  course  as 
outlined.  Cases  may  occur,  however,  where  students,  being 
deficient  in  their  knowledge  of  certain  branches,  or  for  other 
good  reasons,  may  pursue  a  selected  course  with  good  re- 
sults ;  but  in  all  such  cases  a  special  permission  must  be  ob- 
tained by  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  president. 

PREPARATORY   COURSE. 

The  main  object  of  this  course  of  study  is  to  prepare  the 
student  for  the  college  classes.  The  course  comprises  such 
studies  as  are  usually  contained  in  an  academic  course,  to- 
gether with  such  special  studies  as  are  required  for  parochial 
school  teaching.  By  these  means  our  Lutheran  congregations 
secure  efficient  teachers  in  their  parochial  schools,  and  the 
student  is  afforded  an  early  opportunity  for  usefulness  in 
educational  work,  and  in  many  instances  secures  the  means, 
during  the  summer  months,  to  defray  his  expenses  at  college. 

For  several  obvious  reasons,  it  is  important  that  students  of 
this  course  be  given  thorough  instruction  in  the  Norwegian 
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language;  all  class  instruction,  however,  is  given  in  the 
English  language,  with  the  exception  of  some  classes  in  re- 
ligion and  Norwegian.  Latin  is  began  the  second  year  and 
German  the  last  year  of  the  course. 

(See  "Outline  of  Courses.") 

Students  completing  the  Preparatory  Course  receive  certifi- 
cates of  graduation  from  this  department. 

COLLEGE   COURSE. 

The  College  Course  is  a  Classical  Course  leading  to  the  de- 
gree of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  Students  of  either  sex  are  admitted 
who  have  completed  the  Preparatory  Course  as  outlined  in 
this  catalogue,  or  who  shall  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of 
having  completed  an  Academic  Course  equivalent  to  the  same. 

Students  coming  from  other  schools  wrill  bring  reports  of 
deportment,  their  standing  in  each  study  pursued,  and  the 
length  of  time  devoted  to  each. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  class  will,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  common  branches,  be  examined  in  Physical  Ge- 
ography, American  Literature,  General  History,  Civil  Govern- 
ment, Latin  Grammar,  four  books  of  Caesar,  German  Gram- 
mar, German  (Eisenbach's  Lessons),  Algebra,  (elements) 
Plane  Geometry,   Natural  History,  and  Natural  Philosophy. 

Greek,  Latin,  German,  English,  and  Norwegian  are  taught 
throughout  the  course,  and  as  much  attention  is  given  to  the 
sciences  as  is  consistent  with  a  classical  course  of  study. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  is  conferred  upon  each  stu- 
dent of  the  graduating  class  who  has  completed  the  regular 
course. 

NORMAL   COURSE. 

In  order  to  complete  the  studies  as  outlined  in  this  course, 
it  is  supposed  that  the  student  has  completed  as  much  work 
|U  the  common  branches  as  is  usually  accomplished  in  the 
first  six  years  of  our  common  schools.  For  such  students  as 
have  not  had  quite  so  much  elementary  training,  separate 
classes  in  the  more  difficult  branches  are  organized,  and  the 
work  is  adapted  to  the  capacity  of  the  student.    It  will  be

noticed  by  referring  to  the  outline  of  this  course,  that  the 
common  branches  are  completed  during  the  first  year.  Arith- 
metic and  grammar  are  studied  throughout  the  year,  while 
each  of  the  other  studies,  with  the  exception  of  reading,  is 
completed  in  one  term,  and  taken  up  the  following  year  for 
review.  The  studies  of  each  year  are  arranged  with  a  special 
object  in  view.  Students  completing  all  the  studies  of  the 
first  year  can  pass  an  examination  for  a  second  grade 
certificate;  students  completing  the  first  two  years  of  the 
course  can  pass  an  examination  for  a  first  grade  certifi- 
cate; and  students  completing  the  whole  course  can  pass  an 
examination  for  a  five  year  state  certificate.  This  arrange- 
ment of  studies  affords  an  excellent  opportunity  to  teachers 
of  our  common  schools  to  raise  the  "grade"  of  their  certifi- 
cates. 

Students  of  this  course  are  thoroughly  instructed  in  the 
science  and  art  of  teaching  and  the  principles  that  govern 
mental  and  moral  development.  The  latest  and  most  ap- 
proved methods  are  explained  and  discussed  in  conformity 
with  the  principles  of  psychology,  and  with  a  view  to  their 
practical  application  in  different  grades  of  school  work. 

Graduates  from  the  Normal  course  will  receive  diplomas. 


SPECIAL   STUDENTS. 

We  hold  it  to  be  a  mistaken  notion  that  the  student  is  in 
each  and  every  case  the  best  judge  of  what  studies  to  pursue. 
For  instance,— a  student  would  "like  to  take  up"  the  study 
of  algebra,  and  being  asked  about  his  knowledge  of  arith- 
metic, you  learn  that  he  "has  been  as  far  as  percentage  but 
did  not  understand  fractions  very  well."  Another  thinks  that 
it  would  be  a  great  "help  towards  getting  a  start  in  business" 
if  he  "understood  bookkeeping,"  and  he  wishes  to  study  that 
subject  only,  although  he  does  not  know  how  to  compute  in- 
terest, or  point  off  divisions  of  decimals,  has  never  studied 
grammar,  and  is  a  "poor  speller."    We  believe  that  there  is 
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much  time  lost  by  an  injudicious  choice  of  studies,  and  for 
that  reason  have  established  the  rule  that  all  who  wish  to  pur- 
sue special  studies  must  have  special  reasons  for  doing  so,  and 
possess  the  proper  qualifications  to  pursue  such  studies  with 
profit. 


DEPARTMENT    OF    MUSIC. 

Almost  every  household  in  the  land  has  a  piano  or  organ; 
and  every  household  should  have  some  member,  at  least,  who 
is  a  skillful  player.  He  should  not  only  be  able  to  play  certain 
pieces  of  music,  but  he  should  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  principles  of  music  so  that  he  would  be  able  to  play  and 
sing  new  music  at  sight. 

It  is  the  aim  of  our  instructors,  in  this  department,  to  give 
our  students  a  thorough  knowledge  both  of  the  science,  and 
the  art  of  music.  Miss  Ida  M.  Larson,  who  has  devoted  all 
her  time  during  the  past  two  years  to  this  department,  is  a 
graduate  of  one  of  the  best  conservatories  of  music  in  the 
United  States.  Students  may  be  assured  of  receiving  thorough 
instruction,  and  will  be  advanced  as  rapidly  as  their  capabili- 
ties will  permit. 

Vocal  music  has  always  been  regarded  as  an  important  fac- 
tor in  education.  It  elevates  the  mind  to  a  higher  and  nobler 
sphere  of  thought  and  cultivates  the  pure  and  tender  emotions 
of  the  heart.  The  teacher  is  not  well  qualified  for  his  work 
unless  he  can  bring  the  sunshine  of  song  into  the  school  room. 
Recognizing  these  facts  we  have  inaugurated  a  systematic 
training  in  vocal  music  in  the  Normal  and  preparatory  courses. 
Graded  classes  have  been  organized  and  trained  by  Professor 
Glasoe.  The  aim  has  been,  so  far,  to  teach  the  student  so  much 
of  the  elements  of  the  theory  as  to  enable  him  to  read  music 
readily  at  sight,  to  train  him  in  the  correct  use  of  the  vocal 
organs,  and  to  develop  a  taste  for  good  music.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


MANAGEMENT. 

Augustana  College  is  maintained  by  the  United  Norwegian 
Lutheran  Church  of  America.  Annual  appropriations  are 
made  by  the  Church  for  the  support  of  the  College.  The  amount 
received  last  year  was  $2,500. 

HISTORY  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 

In  the  year  1869,  in  the  interest  of  higher  education,  and  for 
the  special  purpose  of  educating  young  men  for  the  ministry, 
the  Norwegian  branch  of  the  Lutheran  Augusta na  Synod  es- 
tablished at  Marshall,  Wisconsin,  an  educational  institution, 
maintaining  collegiate  and  theological  courses  of  study, 
termed  the  Augustana  College  and  Theological  Seminary. 

Owing  to  the  constant  westward  trend  of  immigration  and 
in  hopes  of  extending  its  usefulness,  it  was  decided  to  remove 
the  school  and  locate  it  more  centrally  in  the  West.  The  offer 
of  twenty  acres  of  land  and  a  school  building,  by  the  town  of 
Beioit,  iowa,  was  accepted  and  Augustana  College  and  Theo- 
logical Seminary  was  established  in  its  new  field  of  activity  in 
the  spring  of  1881. 

The  school  here  enjoyed  moderate  prosperity,  and  it  soon 
became  evident  that  the  accommodations  at  Beioit  were  not 
sufficient  to  receive  all  students  who  now  sought  entrance  at 
the  College.  At  this  juncture  the  enterprising  city  of  Canton 
(on  the  opposite  side  of  the  Big  Sioux  river)  offered  to  donate 
grounds  and  a  spacious  building  for  the  use  of  the  College 
Department  if  the  Synod  would  remove  the  same  to  that  city, 
and  maintain  a  College  course  for  a  period  of  at  least  ten 
years.  The  offer  was  accepted,  and,  in  the  fall  of  1884,  Aug- 
ustana College  began  its  new  career  in  its  present  location 
under  the  principalship  of  Prof.  M.  D.  Miller,  while  the  Theo- 
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logical  Seminary  continued  as  before  with  Prof.  D.  Lysnes  at 
its  head.  In  the  fall  of  1889  when  Prof.  Miller  resigned  his 
position  at  the  head  of  the  Faculty  of  Augustana  College,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  elected  Prof.  C.  S.  Salverson  as  his  successor. 

In  June,  1890,  an  important  change  took  place  in  the  man- 
agement of  these  institutions,  the  Augustana  Synod  (by  which 
these  schools  were  maintained),  the  Conference,  and  the  An- 
ti-Missourian  Brotherhood  were  united  into  one  body  called 
the  United  Norwegian  Lutheran  Church  of  America.  The 
theological  school  at  Beloit  was  removed  to  Minneapolis  and 
united  with  Augsburg  Seminary,  and  the  grounds  and  build- 
ings are  now  used  for  the  beneficent  purpose  of  an  Orphans' 
Home.  As  Prof.  C.  S.  Salverson  resigned  his  position  as 
President  of  Augustana  College  to  resume  his  work  in  the 
ministry,  the  new  organization  elected  the  present  imcumb- 
ent,  Anthony  G.  Tuve,  as  his  successor. 

The  United  Church  has  decided  to  spare  no  effort  to  in- 
crease the  usefulness  of  Augustana  College,  and  it  is  our 
earnest  prayer  that  our  Heavenly  Father  will  mercifully  pro- 
tect and  prosper  the  great  work  of  disseminating  useful  knowl- 
edge and  inculcating  Christian  virtue  in  all  our  schools,  that 
the  discovery  of  truth  may  be  promoted,  and  peace  and  hap- 
piness established  among  us  throughout  all  generations. 

LOCATION. 

Canton,  situated  on  the  Dakota  side  of  the  Big  Sioux  river 
twenty  miles  South  of  Sioux  Falls,  is  a  city  of  about  2000  in- 
habitants. It  is  the  county  seat  of  Lincoln  county.  It  lies 
on  a  gentle  slope  to  the  east  and  south  in  a  bend  of  the  Big 
Sioux  river.  The  Iowa  side  rises  in  high  hills  or  bluffs  to  the 
east  and  kouth  well  covered  with  trees  and  shrubs.  The 
scenery  along  the  river  is  picturesque  and  contains  numer- 
ous natural  parks.  This  affords  the  student  an  excellent  Held 
for  delightful  botanical  excursions.  Besides  being  the  most 
beautifully  located  city  of  South  Dakota,  the  high  moral 
and  religious  tone  of  its  people  can  be  judged  from  the  fact 
that  it  has  eight  churches  and  has  not  had  a  saloon  in  the 
last  six  years.    The  Lutherans  have  two  churches  in  the  city 
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both  of  which  belong  to  the  United  Church.  The  city  is 
easily  accessible  from  all  points  as  it  has  railroad  connections 
east  and  west,  north  and  south.  Seven  passenger  trains  ar- 
rive every  day. 

THE  BUILDING. 

The  College  building  is  a  three  story  structure  96  feet  long 
and  60  feet  front.  Besides  class  rooms,  chapel,  and  music 
room,  it  has  accommodations  for  60  students  Students'  apart- 
ments are  well  lighted  and  neatly  papered.  Each  room  is  fur- 
nished with  a  stove  ;  such  other  furniture  as  is  needed  is  fur- 
nished by  students.  The  building  is  supplied  with  water  from 
the  city  water  works. 

Such  students  as  cannot  be  accommodated  in  the  college 
building  can  rent  rooms  in  private  residences  at  reasonable 
rates. 

Plans  are  now  being  perfected  for  the  purchase  of  a  beauti- 
ful site  and  the  erection  of  a  new  college  building  sufficiently 
large  to  meet  the  growing  needs  of  the  school.  Several 
thousand  dollars  have  already  been  subscribed  for  this  pur- 
pose, and  the  work  on  the  new  building  will  be  pushed  for- 
ward as  rapidly  as  possible  when  a  sufficient  sum  has  been 
raised  to  insure  the  financial  success  of  the  enterprise. 

ADMINISTRATION . 

Students  are  received  as  ladies  and  gentlemen,  and  as  such 
are  trusted  to  conduct  themselves  in  truthfulness  and  upright- 
ness, in  kindness  and  respect,  in  diligence  and  sobriety,  in 
obedience  to  law  and  maintenance  of  order,  and  regard  for 
Christian  institutions  as  becomes  a  member  of  a  Christian 
College. 

It  is  an  implied  contract  that  all  who  enter  the  College 
agree  to  fulfill  in  ail  respects  this  trust  and  no  student  will 
be  retained  in  the  institution  who  persistently  disregards  the 
rules  or  neglects  his  duties. 

Only  such  rules  are  imposed  as  experience  teaches  are  neces- 
sary to  secure  unity  and  regularity  in  school  work,  prevent 
improper  conduct,  and  maintain  the  proper  dignity  of  a  Chris- 
tian institution.

DEVOTIONAL  EXERCISES. 

On  school  days,  all  students  are  expected  to  be  present  at 
devotional  exercises  held  in  the  chapel  by  members  of  the 
Faculty;  on  other  days,  those  who  room  in  the  building  or 
the  immediate  vicinity. 

Students  are  expected  to  attend  Sabbath  services  regularly 
at  one  of  the  churches  in  the  city. 

LIBRARY. 

A  few  choice  volumes  of  Norwegian  as  well  as  American  lit- 
erature have  been  added  to  the  College  library  during  the  past 
year.  The  students  have  manifested  a  great  interest  in  good 
reading.  The  books  of  the  library  as  well  as  the  periodicals 
of  the  reading  room  have  been  well  read. 

A  reading  room  in  connection  with  the  library  has  been  set 
aside  for  the  use  of  students.  A  fee  of  25  cents  for  each  of  the 
fall  and  spring  terms  and  50  cents  for  the  winter  term,  is 
charged  to  defray  the  expenses  for  periodicals,  fuel,  janitor 
work,  etc. 

SOCIETIES. 

Much  interest  is  manifested  in  the  exercises  of  the  several 
literary  organizations  conducted  by  the  students  of  the  col- 
lege. During  the  winter  a  new  organization  termed  "The 
Oratorical  Association  of  Augustan  a  College' '  was  formed. 
The  main  object  of  this  organization  is  to  cultivate  elocution 
and  oratory  among  its  members.  The  association  is  a  branch 
of  the  Inter-Collegiate  Oratorial  Association  of  South  Dakota.
